paym ents, for collection of 
m ore social security tax money, 
and for more liberal method* of 
computing benefit paym ents. 
58 Million on Rolls 
The expanded coverage under 
the law m eans that about 58 m il­ 
lion persons out of a potential 63,- 
200,ooo are on the social security 
tax rolls 
The notable exceptions 
are physicians, lawyers, dentists, 
federal 
civil 
service 
workers, 
m em bers of the arm ed forces, po­ 
licem en and firemen. 
The largest single group getting 
coverage under the new law are 
3.tux),OOO self - employed 
farm ers 
who make as much as $400 profit 
a year. About 3 1-2 million em ploy­ 
es of state and local governm ents 
also become eligible for coverage 
for the first time. 
O ther groups newly covered are 
funeral directors, many household 
w orkers and 
farm laborers not 
previously covered, citizens em ­ 
ployed outside the United States, 
federal employes not covered by 
other federal 
retirem ent plans, 
fishing industry employes, and per­ 
sons who work for business firm s 
but do their work at home, such 
as sewing, telephoning or address­ 
ing envelopes. 
Selfem ployed 
farm ers, 
clergy­ 
men. architects, engineers and fu­ 
neral directors m ust pay the 3 
per cent social security tax rate 
that applies to other self-employ­ 
ed already covered. This rate will 
continue until 1960 when it is sched­ 
uled to go up to 3N per cent. 
Pay 2 P er Cent Tax

F arm workers and others who 
come under the category of em ­ 
ploye will pay a 2 per cent social 
security tax. This will be m atched 
by a 2 per cent contribution from 
em ployers. 
To get himself enrolled under 
social security, here’s what a self­ 
employed person, including a farm ­ 
er. should do: 
F irst, get a social security card 
from the nearest social security 
office. Then, in 1956, when filling 
out his federal income tax return 
on 1955 earnings, this newly cov­ 
ered person should show his social 
security account num ber on his 
return. Benefits ultim ately are fig­ 
ured from this social security ac­ 
count. 
The am ount to be reported cor­ 
responds to net earnings, or profit. 
lf a farm er s total receipts are 
$1,800 or less, he has a choice be­ 
tween reporting his net earnings, 
or reporting half of his total re ­ 
ceipts. 
A clergym an has the option of 
deciding whether he wants to be 
included under the social security 
system . 
The law gives him two 
years lo make his decision 
Once 
he is included, he must rem ain in 
the system . 
Hired farm workers are covered 
by the new law if they earn as 
much as $100 or m ore cash wages 
in a year from a single farm op­ 
erator. Heretofore they had to be 
paid at least $50 in a single q uar­ 
ter by a single em ployer by whom 
they were regularly employed.

Of Hopewellian 
Artifacts to SIU 


CARBONDALE, U l.-M rs. Ethel 
R. Wilson, McLeansboro, is loan­ 
ing a collection of prehistoric Hope­ 
wellian 
Indian 
artifacts to the 
Southern Illinois University 
Mu­ 
seum. Dr. J. Charles Kelly, direc 
I tor, announced today. 
The collection contains many ex­ 
cellent 
museum 
specim ens, he 
said, and will be used for exhibit 
purposes at SIU. 
The artifacts were rem oved in 
! 1949 from several mounds on Mrs 
; Wilson’s farm near the Wabash 
, river in White county. The mounds 
are on the eastern edge of the Dog­ 
town Hills, a series of elevations 
rising abruptly from the bottom 
. land west of the Wabash. 
Included in the collection are 
such artifacts as pieces of sheet 
mica, conch shell dippers, drilled 
bear tusks, drilled pearl beads. 
shell and copper beads, pottery 
vessels, mussel shell dishes and 
spoons, and a limestone pipe shap­ 
ed to resem ble a flower blossom. 
Irvin Peithm an, 
SIU museum 
; curator of archaeology, com pleted 
arrangem ents for bringing the col­ 
lection to the cam pus. 
He says 
prehistoric people of the Hope web 
Ban culture inhabited the area 
some 1500 years ago. 
Some of 
the m aterial from which the arti­ 
facts were m ade was brought into 
the region from other parts of the 
continent, he believes. 
The mica 
may have come from what is now 
North Carolina. Copper for beads 
probably originated in the Lake 
Superior region. The conch shells 
and m arine shell beads likely cam e 
fiom the Gulf of Mexico region or 
from the southeastern seacoast. 
After the 1949 discoveries on the 
farm , a field party of rep rese n ta-1 
fives of the Illinois State Museum, 
Indiana University, and Southern 
I Illinois University excavated the 
largest of some 12 mounds in the 
group in June, 1950. The work un-! 
covered an interesting series of 
burials charactistic of the Hope­ 
wellian culture.

SANTA C LAU S. Ind — 1!P> _ 
This sleepy southern Indiana vil­ 
lage— what little there is of it— is 
ta the midst of its annua! chore of 
being the Christmas mail capital 
of the nation. 
Elbert Reinke. who heads up the 
% - year • old Santa Claus postof­ 
fice. blushed the dust off his mail 
cancelling machines late in Novem 
ber and got ready for the rush 
that comes as regular as clockwork 
Each year, hundreds of thou 
sands of bundles of Yule greeting 
cards are hauled into this tiny com 
munity by truck from the nearest 
railroads IO miles away.

Many postmaster^- shuttle all the 
mail addressed to “ Santa Claus, 
North Pole.” to the Hoosier town 
Jim Yeilig and a crowd of legion­ 
naires send form replies of ac­ 
knowledgement 
to 
all 
children 
whose letters bear return address 
es 
The village of Santa Claus was 
'founded In 1852 and its name was 
chosen at a town meeting held on 
'Christmas Eve. 
A postoffice was 
established in 185(5, and mail was 
brought from and taken to the out­ 
side world by horseback and in I 
oxcarts for years. 
Santa Claus today consists large­ 
ly of a commercial venture laid 
out a few years ago on a wooded 
acreage a quarter of a mile from 
the old village. 
Tourists from all 
over the country bring their young­ 
sters here to ride a miniature rail 
road train, visit Santa’s toy shop, 
see a flock of reindeer, and chat 
with Santa himself even on the hot 
test August day. 
Nearby, the old village is deep 
in weeds. 
A handful of families 
live there, but efforts to keep the 
tourists in the town itself failed 
during a battle in the 1940 s tie 
tween two groups of commercial in 
terests capitalizing on the town s 
name 
A huge statue of Santa was built 
in a small park, and a rival group 
established a commercial fairyland. 
Rut the group located outside the 
town at a crossroads intersection 
won the fight for the tourist trade, 
and eventually the postoffice was 
moved there. 
From the crossroads 
and 
tho 
postoffice, a tourist cannot see the 
old Santa Claus as it falls into de­ 
cay.
